hook of Bible reading's in the curri­ 
culum of t h e schools. 
“I would not object to a history of 
the Bible in the schools as a m aster 
piece of literature," President S ch n ei­ 
der told the women. 
“It should be 
there the sam e as Bryon's poem s or 
any other of the great m aster pieces.
